A new schoolhouse is being built at East Concord. 
Through the P. W. A. (Public Works Administration) 30% of 
the funds necessary for this building will be provided by the 
government. The school plant will be up-to-date, one in which 
the whole town can take just pride. The enrollment at this 
school shows a sharp decline from last year owing to the fact 
that the Lunenburg pupils who formerly attended this school 
are now being transported to Gilman. I understand that upon 
the completion of the new school plant these children will attend 
the East Concord school as formerly. 


The attendance during the fall term was quite good every- 
where but the winter term has been rather poor on account of 
the extremely cold weather. During the fall term North Con- 
cord pupils beat all their previous records for attendance. 


Considerable interest is being manifested in regard to 
more and better singing in our schools. In some schools very 
praiseworthy work is being done while in others only perfunctory 
work is done. Learning to sing and to enjoy good music should 
be the birthright of every child. I know of nothing that will add 
so much to the cheer and spirit of a schoolroom as good singing. 
I desire that this part of our school work be given the attention 
it is due. 


In the last few years. Concord has done a creditable 


amount of work in modernizing school facilities. Better teach- 


ing, better discipline, a closer understanding between home and 
school, and increased interest and effort on the part of all con- 
cerned should result on account of the better physical conditions 
provided. 


I sincerely appreciate the co-operation I have uniformly 
reecived from everyone in my work with the children.

The long looked forward to school building at East Con- 
cord, has been built and was ready for the opening of the fall 
term. It is not necessary for me to take space to describe in de- 
tail this new building. Many of you have seen it. Those who 
have not will just have to see it in order to appreciate what has 
been done. It has three class rooms — two only having been 
finished off — a gymnasium and modern lighting, heating, ven- 
tilation and sanitation. It is the most up-to-date school building 
in this part of the State and Concord can well take pride in its 
erection. Eighty-four different pupils have been enrolled there 
this year. It would seem that a third room and a third teacher 
will be needed there soon. 

The coming year the foundation of the Village school 
building should be repaired and a ventilating system installed. 

Report on “Vermont’s System of Education” 

Two years ago Governor Wilson appointed a commission 
to study the educational system of Vermont. The commission 
has made its report. Some of you have read it. There are four 
main objectives in the plan presented. Dr. Don C. Bliss, the ex- 
ecutive secretary of the commission lists them as follows: — 
an effort to have a larger share of the school expenses paid out 
of State funds thus lessening the local property tax for schools; 
second—to set up a uniform system of supervision throughout 
the State; third—to provide additional help on the commissioner’s 
staff; fourth—provision for a State supervisor of health and 
physical education. 

This report shows that of the total State expenditures 
61,89% go for highways and only 10.6% for educational pur- 
poses. Vermont ranks very low in regard to the percentage of 
State money devoted to education. If the State would increase 
its help as much as states like Maine and New Hampshire have ~ 
done where 18% and 17% respectively are allotted for education- 
al purposes then there would be some real relief from the local 
school tax and the other objectives cited above could be realized. 

Our Vermont legislature is now in session and I feel sure 
its members who are charged with framing of the school laws 
will welconte your suggestions and constructive criticisms. 

I sincerely appreciate your continued hearty co-operation 
in my work with the children.
